Mr. BURNAM — A bill to incorporate the 
town of Maxville: passed. 

Mr. GUDGELL — A hill fo change the 
line between the Wyoming and Bethel pre- 
cincts, in Bath county : passed. 

Mr J. W. WHITE— A hill to change the 
line of a voting precinct in Montgomery 
county : passed. 

Mr. TERRY — A hill to amend the law in 
relation to foreign executors-qnd administra- 
tors: referred to Judiciary committee. 

Mr. McELROY — A biil to postpone the 
holding of courts forthe trial of civil causes 
until the 1st of January, 1S62: referred to 
the committee on the Judiciary. 

Mr. MACHEN offered a resolution re- 
questing the Inspector General to furnish to 
the Legislature his estimates for arming and 
equiping the State: adopted. 

And then the House adjourned. 

A Voice from Kenton. 

At at a large and enthusiastic meeting of 
the citizens of Kenton county. Ky., held at 
the Court House in Independence, on the 4th 
of May, 1861, (it being the day of the elec- 
tion,) John J. Swetman was called to the 
Chair, and Geo. A Yates appointed Secret- 
ary. 

The Chairman stated, in an able and elo- 
quent speech, that the object of the meeting 
was to express our views upon tho condition 
of our national affairs, and to memorialize 
the Legislature, and our immediate repre- 
sentatives, on the questions of secession, and 
the proposition to arm the State. 

On motion ol Dr. A. H. John, a commit- 
tee of five was appointed to draft and report 
resolutions expressive of the sense ol the 
meeting. 

The Chairman appointed on said commit- 
tee Dr. A. II. John, L. Sliaw, Caleb Rice, 
Thomas A Wilson, and Thomas Stephens, sr. 

The committee retired to draft the resolu- 
tions, and while absent the meeting was ad- 
dressed briefly by Geo. A. Yates, he having 
been called upon. 

The committee, through their Chairman, 
Dr. A. II. John, reported the following pre- 
amble and resolutions: 

AVhereaS, The Governor of Kentucky has call- 
ed an extra cession of the Legislature, to meet on 
the 6th of May, 1861, and in view of the present 
condition of our national affairs, we, the people 
of Kenton county, in mass meeting assembled, 
for the purpose of making known our views to 
our immediate representatives, and to tbo people 
of the State and nation, do proclaim and publish 
the following resolutions : 

1. Keeolved, That we arc opposed to any act of 
tho Legislature that tends, in any manner, tow ard 
secession — believing that an ordinance of seces- 
sion, passed either by the Legislatulc or a “sove- 
reignty convention,’’ would be unconstitutional, 
with reference both to the Constitution of the 
United States, and that of the State of Kentucky. 

2. That whilst we claim to be, as we ever have 
been, true and loyal citizens of the Slate ot Ken 
tucky, obedient to her laws, and all demands 
which have been made, or may be made, upon us 
in accordance therewith, we, at tbo same time, 
bold ourselves as loyal citizens of the United 
Slates, and will forever maintain our allegiance to 
the same, “peaceably if wo can, forcibly if we 
must.” 

3. That we owe allegiance to no power nbove 
the Constitution of the L T nited States, and, as cili 
zens of Kentucky, we will stand by the dag of our 
country, and resist all attempts, either peaceably 
or forcibly, to destroy our Union with the General 
Government. 

4. That, upon mature reflection, we sincerely 
believe it is dangerous and inexpedient to arm the 
State, and that no appropriation for that purpose 
oughtto be voted by our Legislature; foras protec 
tion has always been afforded by the General Gov- 
ernment, we have now no reason to apprehend 
danger from that q tarter, but more from secret 
enemies in our midst, in whose hands most of the 
arms would fall. 

5. That we have indubitable evidence that many 
of the soldiery denominated “the State Guard, 
in our county and vicinity, arc Secessionists, and, 
instead of supporting our fidelity to the Union 
and tho Constitution, would make themselves 
armed enemies to us; and we earnestly hope that 
they may not he inereaseu by legal authority. 

6. That this meeting respectfully submits to the 
Governor of this State, the necessity and duty of 
disbanding all military companies tinder his con 
trol, whose object is to leave the State for the pur 
pose of assisting tho disunionists of the South, 
or co-operating with them on the soil of Ken- 
tucky. 

7. That the proceedings of this meeting bo for- 
warded to our representatives, and copies sent to 
the Cincinnati Enquirer, Louisville Journal, Lou- 
isville Democrat, and Frankfoit Commonwealth, 
and that all the Union papers in the State be re 
quested to copy the same. 

Geo. A. YatC9 moved that the resolutions 
as read, he adopted, without the dotting of an 
i or the crossing of a I to the contrary 
whereupon, they were unanimously adopted. 

The following resolution was piso unani- 
mously adopted by the meeting: 

Keeolved, That we bavo witnessed to-day, with 
regrei, in tho conduct of five members of tho 
“State Guard,” from the vicinity of Florence, 
Kv. in the avowed sentiment of a majority of 
them for secession, an utter coutempt for the 
American flag, which floats from nearly every 
house in our town. 

The meeting was then ably and eloquently 
addressed by Lafayette Sliaw. Esq.; after 
which it adjourned, with three cheers for 
the Union.

Gentlemen from Frederick and Fredericks- 
burg say that Gov. Letcher will soon issue 
an order for an evacuation of Harper’s Fer- 
ry by troops now rendezvousing there.

“The Voice op the People.” — The pre- 
cipitators have been shedding tears over the

We commend this small voice to the at- 
tention of the secessionists of Kentucky. If 
that don’t satisfy them nothing will. The 
fatal error which seems to grow to them is 
the false estimate which they place upon 
their own greatness, influence, and numbers. 
It is, perhaps, expecting too much to hope 
they will learn wisdom from “the logic of 
passing events,” but instinct ought to pro- 
tect them from the ridiculous position now 
occupied by them.

If the citizens of Kentucky ap- 
prove his official course, it will be an easy 
matter to re-elect him. Let him resign and 
get a fresh commission from the people, 
whose will he is so anxious to carry out.

What do 
you say, Governor ?

We learn that the foregoing paragraph 
great dissatisfaction among the 
secessionists hereabout. In fact we were in- 
formed in several instances that we had | 
threatened the secessionists with mob law, | 
with hanging and throat-cutting, and all 
that sort of thing. It will be perceived that 
we made no allusion to individuals, but that 
our remarks were confined to the doctrine of 
secession. We thought then, and we think 
now, that any policy, which, if carried out, 
will be followed by civil war, should be 
crushed out and wiped out. No one can de- 
ny that an act of secession at this time 
would be equivalent to a declaration of war, 
and that Kentucky would be transformed to 
a battle-field. No one can deny that in our 
present defenseless condition a war would be 
suicidal. Because we desire to crush out a 
policy which if successful would involve us 
in civil war, for which we are totally unpre- 
pared, we are trying to excite mobs forsooth. 

This charge would be ridiculous enough, 
coining from any quarter, but from a bully- 
ing, blustering, threatening party as it does* 
it is not only ridiculous in the extreme, but 
is disgusting. Why, has not this little peace- 
ful party, whose little feelings are so lacer- 
ated by the language above quoted, been 
threatening Union men ever since Breckin- 
ridge was nominated for President? To be 
sure they have, and should they succeed in 
their hellish design, not a Union man would 
be permitted to reside in Kentucky. Was 
there ever a spirit more intolerant and dia- 
bolical than this spirit of disunion, as ex- 
hibited in the seceded States, and as indi- 
cated in Kentucky?
